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Commonwealth vs. Earl L. Joseph. No. 18-P-551 . On count 
twelve of the complaint, charging assault and battery on a 
police officer, the judgment is affirmed. On count four of the 
complaint, charging trespass, the judgment is reversed, the 
finding is set aside, and judgment shall enter for the defendant 
on that count. 

Commonwealth vs. Lloyd Lance Lewis. No. 18-P-1514 . Judgments 
affirmed. 

Commonwealth vs. Gregory J. Williams. No. 18-P-12 87 . The 
order of suppression is vacated. The case is remanded for 
consideration of defendant's request for a Franks hearing. 

Frederick Kimberk vs. Dorota Wysocka. No. 18-P-8 68 . The order 
denying the husband's 2017 motion to clarify the judgment is 
affirmed. The portion of the order denying the husband's 2016 
motion to amend the judgment to conform to the ruling of the 
Appeals Court which relates to the $90,000 payment to the wife 
of the net rental profits is vacated, and the matter is remanded 
for further proceedings consistent with the memorandum and order 
of the Appeals Court. On remand, the $3,760 in attorney's fees 
paid to the wife should also be revisited. The remainder of 
that order (with regard to the payment to the wife of the 
$38,000 in security deposits) is affirmed.
